Our  embrocation  consists  of  spirits  of  turpentine,  acetic  acid,  camphor,  the 
5  yolks  of  English  eggs,  all  mixed  together  and  let  down  with  water  to  the  consistency 
required,  this  embrocation  is  good  for  rheumatism,  rheumatic  gout,  for  stiffness  of 
joints,  and  for  use  as  a  rubbing  bottle  generally.

COMPLETE  SPECIFICATION. 

An  Improved  Embrocation. 

We  James  Henry  Mitchell,  Bootmaker  and  Mary  Ann  Mitchell, 
15  Spinster,  both  of  1  Poplar  Grove  Cave  Street,  Hull,  in  the  County  of  York, 
do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  this  invention,  and  in  what  manner  the  same 
is  to  be  performed,  to  be  particularly  described  and  ascertained  in  and  by  the 
following  statement : — 

Our  embrocation  consists  of  spirits  of  turpentine,  acetic  acid,  camphor,  and  the* 
20  yolks  of  English  eggs,  all  mixed  together  and  let  down  with  water  to  the  consistency 
required  :  this  embrocation  is  good  for  rheumatism  rheumatic  gout,  for  stiffness  of 
joints  and  for  use  as  a  rubbing  bottle  generally. 

The  above  ingredients  are  mixed  in  about  the  following  proportions  : — 

One  gallon  of  spirits  of  turpentine,  one  gallon  of  acetic  acid,  half  pound  of 
25  camphor  (preferably  cake)  one  hundred  and  twenty  two  yolks  of  English  eggs, 
about  two  gallons  of  water  is  then  added,  the  whole  is  thoroughly  mixed  by  any 
suitable  machine  and  when  it  has  thoroughly  commingled  it  is  ready  for  bottling 
for  use. 

The  whole  makes  a  little  over  four  gallons. 

30  We  do  not  confine  ourselves  to  the  exact  proportions  given  above,  but  may  use 
a  little  more  or  less  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  ingredients  as  found  desirable. 

Having  now  particularly  described  the  nature  of  this  invention  and  in  what 
manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  I  declare  that  what  I  claim  is  : — 

An  embrocation  consisting  of  spirits  of  turpentine,  acetic  acid,  camphor,  and 
35  the  yolks  of  eggs,  mixed  together,  for  the  purposes  substantially  as  described.
